STINGERS WIN FOOTBALL TITLE 


The Concordia Stingers became the first Quebec school to win the 
Ontario-Quebec Intercollegiate Football Conference Championship as 
they downed the defending champion Queen's Golden Gaels 25-15 last 
Saturday (November 6th) before close to 6,000 fans at Concordia. 


Jacques Plourde hauled in a 63 yard pass from Colin Anderson to high- 
light a 10 point Concordia rally in the final two minutes of the 
first half, as the Stingers took an 18-15 lead at half-time. The 
Stingers salted the win away mid-way through the fourth quarter 

when Alan McLaren recovered a Queen's fumble in the end zone, fol- 
lowing a Joe Cerino punt. The Stingers other points came on a 4 
yard run by Mark Simpson and Joe Cerino's 37 yard field goal in 

the final play of the first half. 


"We adjusted well to their (Queen's) three deep backs," said Stinger 
Quarterback, Colin Anderson, "We threw more than we planned to and 
didn't play consecutive ball, and that was the difference." 


Next Saturday (November 13th) at 1 p.m. the Stingers will face the 
Western University Mustangs in London, Ontario for the Yates Cup. 
The winner will advance to the championship final November 20th in 
Toronto. 
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
